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Council addresses need for plan to deal with snow removal

The recent snowfall and 
wintery weather made for 
perfect conditions for Fort 
Erie Town Council to agree 
with a recommendation 
to move forward with the 
town’s Winter Control 
Plan for 2013 to 2016. 

At Monday night’s spe¬ 
cial council meeting, 
approval for the future 
bylaw was given was just 
in time for the winter sea¬ 
ward 2 Coun. Richard 
Shular said the report was 
comprehensively looked 


into and shows that “there 
is a method to madness” 
in to procedures and pri¬ 
orities in regard to a time¬ 
ly fashion of snow and ice 
removal on Fort Erie’s 
road. 

The town was com¬ 
mended by Ward 6 Coun. 
Paul Collard for bringing 
the report forward. 

With the past snow fall 
Fort Erie had this past 
weekend, Collard was 
"amazed and impressed” 
by the number of snow 
plows that drove past his 


area and how quickly they 
were able to get on track 
clearing the roads. 

With the recent road 
improvements on West 
Main Street to include 
bump outs, the sidewalks, 
when plowed, have snow 
that is moved over the 
curb, unable to be removed 
by regular shoveling, 
Collard said. 

“Cars are parking where 
the snow is, not at curb, 
thus losing two to three 
feet of road way,” he said. 
Collard explained that the 


road is very narrow, espe¬ 
cially when some vehicles 
park illegally on the north 
side to get their mail. He is 
afraid there may be an 
accident and suggested 
after-hours plowing be 
incorporated into the bud¬ 
get to regain road space. 

Collard's recommenda¬ 
tion will be examined by 
town staff. 

Residents should be 
advised that in an effort to 
keep all town streets free 
of vehicles for snowplow¬ 
ing and sanding opera¬ 


tions no overnight parking 
is permitted between the 
hours of 2 a.m. and 7 a.m. 
from now until March 31. 

Vehicles will be issued a 
parking ticket and could 
be towed, at the owner’s 
expense, if found in viola¬ 
tion of the bylaw. 

Also, exercise diligence 
as shoveling, snow blow¬ 
ing or plowing snow or ice 
onto sidewalks, boule¬ 
vards or town streets are 
prohibited and could be 
subject to a financial pen¬ 
alty.

“This means I’ll be able to 
put my son to bed at night 
knowing he is safe” says 
Douglas' mom, Karen 
Goodayle. 

Douglas is autistic, and 
requires a full-assistance 
support system around him. 
The grant Douglas received 
will make the home he shares 
with his family safe. 

"Fire safety, window access 
and solid, heavy-duty doors 
with sturdy knobs and hing¬ 
es” are on the to-do list, says 

Renovations will be car¬ 
ried out by TNS, a Crystal 
Beach father-and-son busi¬ 
ness. TNS has worked with 
the family before, and under¬ 
stands how to work around 
Douglas’ schedule and the 
family’s special needs. 

Douglas doesn't talk, but 
he does communicate in a 
physical way. 

“He loves bouncing his 
ball in his playroom” Karen 


But Douglas also kicks, 
and kicking can cause major 
damage. Andrea Willick of 
Community Living Fort Erie 
works with Douglas. She says 
she saw some of the house 
damage and directed the 
family to President’s Choice 
Children’s Charities. 

"We had to get advice on 
renovations and at least 2 
different quotes for the work” 
says Karen. 

Douglas has a protective 
twin sister, Teegan. She is also 
his biggest advocate. Amidst 
the commotion and celebra¬ 
tions, Teegan quietly took 
Douglas’ hand, a small but 
telling gesture of the close¬ 
ness between brother and sis- 

Andrew Cross, a special 
services at-home worker, has 
worked with Douglas for 
about five years and the two 
are closely bonded.

To help with Douglas’ 
24-hour care, Karen and her 
mother were able to attend 
sessions, including what Karen 
calls "a life-altering weekend” 
at the Child and Parent 
Resource Institute in London. 
Karen says learning how to 
correctly deal with behavior 
issues and medication man- 
agementhas definitely reduced 
negative behavior on Douglas’ 

Douglas keeps his mom on 
her toes, but at the end of the 
day she says his smile makes 
up for everything.

student at St. George School in 
Crystal Beach, also attended 
last Saturday's celebration at 
Joe's Valu Mart 

He has been wheelchair 
bound since he was three- 
years-old. 

Last June, he underwent a 
10-hour spine surgery at 
McMaster Children's Hospital. 

Joshua had a rod inserted to 
straighten his spine, curved 
from scoliosis. He spent nine 
days in hospital. 

“When he got home he had 
gained a full three inches to his 
overall height” says his mother, 
Tracey. 

“But he hasn’t been in a car 
since," she adds. 

The $20,000 grant he 
received will be used to 
improve his mobility and his 
family’s independence.

It may be an ambitious, 
but Jennifer Pellegrini 
thinks Fort Erie can 
achieve its goal of $220,000 
for the United Way’s 2013 
campaign.

Ambrosio says his staff raises 
money for the President’s 
Choice Children’s Charities 
through the generous support of 
customers during in-store cam¬ 
paigns such as icon sales, direct 
employee contributions, and 
barbecues.

Another piece of the puz¬ 
zle has fallen into place for 
a proposed 'south' Niagara 
hospital and Niagara Falls 
Mayor Jim Diodati couldn't 
be happier. 

In Welland, however, 
politicians aren't exactly 
jumping for joy. 


The Local Health 
Integration Network on 
Nov. 28 gave unanimous 
approval of the new hospi¬ 
tal's programs and services, 
it was announced at its 
board meeting last 
Wednesday night. 

"It's a big step in the right 
direction," said Diodati. 

"The decision has been a 
long time coming, but this 
will ensure better health 
care at a better price for all 
the residents of Niagara 

The mayor said the new 
hospital will be the centre 
of excellence for women 
and children, including 
birthing centres. 

"We are thrilled that our 
time has come and it can't 
happen fast enough," said 


Diodati. 

"The timing for this is 
great because we have a lot 
of young, bright doctors 
who are deciding where 
they want to practise and 
where they want to spend 
their future." 

The preferred location 
for the new hospital is 
Lyon's Creek and Montrose 
Rds. at the QEW, on the 
outskirts of Niagara Falls. 

The hospital would serve 
people from Welland, 
Pelham, Port Colborne, 
Wainfleet, Niagara Falls, 
Niagara-on-the-Lake and 
Fort Erie, and would 
include emergency care, a 
regional stroke centre, a 
geriatrics program, a joint 
replacement centre, inter¬ 
nal medicine, surgery, can¬ 


cer surgery and complex 

Welland Mayor Barry 
Sharpe said he was plan¬ 
ning to send an e-mail to 
LHIN board members 
Thursday to express his 
concern about their sup¬ 
port for the project. 

"I need to know more 
and I think our council and 
residents of Welland need 
to know more about the 
specifics," he said. 

He wants to know how 
many beds the proposed 
hospital will have com¬ 
pared to the current num¬ 
ber, its capacity for surger¬ 
ies, if it will include mater¬ 
nal and child-care services, 
as well as a joint care pro¬ 
gram. He also wants to 
know about the future of 


existing services such as 
the dialysis program at 
Welland hospital. 

Sharpe said: "It would 
make a lot more sense to 
look at a new hospital to 
serve the border communi¬ 
ties of Fort Erie and Niagara 
Falls, and to look at the rest 
of south Niagara ... being 
served by the existing 
Welland site." 

Ward 2 Coun. Frank 
Campion, chair ofWelland's 
health-care committee, 
said the hospital should be 
located in a central south 
Niagara location, on ser¬ 
viced City of Welland- 
owned land on Hwy. 140. 

Campion said Welland's 
existing hospital should be 
maintained and upgraded. 

The cost of consolidating 


some programs and wind¬ 
ing down others is not yet 
known, but the new hospi¬ 
tal to replace five is expect¬ 
ed to save $9.5 million a 
year in administration and 
support costs. 

Health Minister Deb 
Matthews said in an e-mail 
that her government is pre¬ 
pared to "take the next step 
in the form of a planning 
grant so that the best health 
care will be delivered in 
Niagara going forward."

What is Niagara’s Best Kept Secret?

With 2014 being the Year 
of the Horse, there's no bet¬ 
ter place than Fort Erie to 
hold a festival that would 
benefit the racetrack and 
the nearby tourism indus¬ 
try in Niagara Falls. 

The festival, which would 
coincide with the Chinese 
New Year, would bring in 
thousands of visitors and 
fill plenty of hotel rooms, 
according to Jim Thibert, 
the chief administrative 
officer of the Fort Erie Live 
Racing Consortium. 

The plan has been pre¬ 
sented to Premier Kathleen 
Wynne's office, but so far 
organizers haven't heard 
whether it will be 
approved. 

Earlier last week, NDP 
Leader Andrea Horwath 
raised the issue at Queen's 
Park and demanded an 
answer from the premier 
about the future of the Fort 
Erie racetrack that depends 
on government approval of 
the Year of the Horse festi¬ 
val. 

"There is some real 
urgency here,” said 
Horwath, adding that last 
week the minister of rural 
affairs suggested he did not 
know the detailed proposal 
had already been submit¬ 
ted, and this week the pre¬ 
mier's office sent an e-mail 
to Niagara media stating 
the government wants 
another long-term busi- 

"This racetrack has pro¬ 
duced business plan after 
business plan. This govern¬ 
ment is burying the Fort 
Erie racetrack with paper¬ 
work and doesn't seem to 
get the urgency of the situ¬ 
ation," said Horwath, add¬ 
ing the government needs 
to act now if there is to be 
racing in Fort Erie next 


casinos and OLG (Ontario 
Lottery and Gaming 
Corporation)." 

Thibert said organizers 
want a decision now so 
they can kick off the festival 
early next year. The festival 
would be tied it in with the 
Year of the Horse, which is 
2014, and organizers would 
be looking to build on it so 
that future festivals could 
become a yearly event. 

"This would be a major 


festival, bigger than any¬ 
thing Fort Erie has ever 
seen, and it would be 
Ontario-based," he said. 
"We need an answer now.” 

Both Fort Erie Mayor 
Doug Martin and Niagara 
Falls Mayor Jim Diodati 
have been involved with 
the project from the begin¬ 
ning and fully support it. 

"This is a pretty aggres¬ 
sive and a positive plan for 
this type of thing, it's not 


just for Fort Erie but the 
rest of Ontario as well," 
said Martin. 

"We are seeing more vis¬ 
itors from the Asian market 
coming over so this is 
something that would be a 
natural for that and we 
hope the province sees fit 
to support it."
